Hill, vice-president of 
the organization, brought out 
point that there was an increase of 
283 per cent in deaths from auto 
accidents in the ten years from 
1917 to 1926. The fatalities in 1927 
were 6000. Lust year 
were 24,000 

“In other words.” he pointa out, 
“during 1926 there were more peo- 
ple killed through automobile ace\- 
dents than were killed at grade 
crossings during the entire ten-year 
period.” 

Yet blame for moat of these acci- 
dents may be placed on the shoul 
ders of only ive per cent of the 
motoring public, he adds 

About 96 per cent of the motor- 
itete of thi# country are reasonably 
safe,” Hill believes. “The remain 
ing five per cent, however, repre 
sents a large army of more than 4 
milllon reckless and incompetent 
drivera fitting about the country 
without any regard for the tafety 
of themselves or their fellowmen 

“They inelude drivere who are 
deaf, biind, of immature age, in @en- 
feebied condition due to old age 
thoee who ere analogous to the 
tho#e whe are intualcated and then 
farmer's mule,”
